W were able to expresan
unqualifiedopinion on each Institutefinancial statements.

Mendotaand Wnnebago Mental Health Institutes are licensed
and accredited hospitals tharovide specialized diagnostic,
evaluationand treatment services for mentally ill children and
adults.The Institutes also provide services to forensic patients
referredto them through the criminal justice system. The
Institutesare funded through a mix of general purpose revenue
and program revenue. Eachas experienced a decline in
averagedaily population from fiscal year (FY) 2001-02
throughFY 2003-04.

Eachlnstitute reported a small financial gdor FY 2003-04.
Mendotareported a gain of almost $90,000 in net assets, and
Winnebagaeported a gain of more than $54,000. Furtbach
Institute reported a positive accounting balance, which is
reflectedin its financial statements as unrestricted net assets.
